years go by is noted am ong the 
larger farmers and plantation ow n­ 
ers on 
the Brazos about W aco, 
especially 
those 
who 
have low 
lands. 
It is to levee and keep 
flood waters of the river from com ­ 
ing in on them 
and injuring or 
ruining crops. 
Some levees have 
already 
been 
com m enced, 
and 
other land owners are estim ating 
the cost, m aking prelim inary sur­ 
veys, etc. 
Many of them say that 
they are tired of taking chances on 
having an overflow and will levee 
as soon as practicable, first having 
determined through engineers the 
moet satisfactory way of handling 
the situation. 
The rich lands of 
the Brazos bottom are getting too 
v a l u a b l e to be cultivated and 
handled along old lines, and it is 
believed that extensive and far­ 
reaching changes will be made in 
the way 
of providing em bank­ 
m ents during the next five vyears.

of the Three Pebbles,” which lies at 
the foot of the Giant's Chair, contains 
three large blocks of stoue, which Idris 
is said to have once poured out of his 
boots.

These shells attain a 
weight of 500 pounds (the tw o valves 
together), the animal itself sometimes 
being tw enty pounds in weight. 
The 
word “trldacna” is from the Greek tri- 
daknos (eaten at three bites), iiut who 
could cat a tw enty pound animal at 
three lutes*: -St. Nicholas.
